Your  Worship  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1931. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  that  the  general  death  rate 
was  about  the  average  for  the  last  few  years,  while  the  birth  rate 
was  one  of  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  Borough. 

The  constantly  increasing  death  rate  from  Cancer,  which  last 
year  was  the  highest  recorded,  is  a matter  of  grave  concern,  but 
with  our  present  knowledge  of  the  causation  of  the  disease 
little  can  be  done  to  stop  its  ravages.  Many  cases  can  be  cured  by 
early  diagnosis  and  early  operative  treatment,  and  this  appears  to 
be  the  chief  method  at  present  for  the  relief  of  this  malady. 

The  number  of  maternal  deaths  last  year  showed  a very  gratifying 
decrease,  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate,  although  rather  over 
that  recorded  in  recent  years,  was  still  below  the  rate  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  was  the  lowest  recorded  in 
the  Borough. 

The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  J.  Grant),  after 
four  years'  excellent  service  in  the  Borough,  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  his  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Burgh  of 
Ayr.  I have  to  acknowledge  the  excellent  service  rendered  by  him 
and  by  his  successor  (Dr.  J.  C.  11.  Mackenzie)  and  other  members 
of  my  staff.

Population  and  Social  Conditions.  The  population  as  revealed 
by  the  Census  of  1!J31  gave  the  somewhat  disappointing  figure 
of  49,485. 

The  population  at  mid-year  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
as  49,930. 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  are  in 
the  brewing  industry  or  in  trades  allied  to  it.  There  are  also  three 
large  rubber  works  in  the  Borough,  or  adjacent  to  it,  also  a large 
silk  factory  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough,  which  is  at  present 
closed  down.  There  are  also  large  numbers  of  transport  workers, 
metal  ■workers,  and  miners  living  in  the  Borough.  There  is  no 
definite  evidence  available  that  any  of  the  chief  occupations  have 
any  marked  detrimental  influence  on  health.

Vital  Statistics.  The  downward  trend  of  the  birth  rate  observed 
in  recent  years  lias  again  to  be  recorded  for  the  year  1931. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Borough,  viz.,  795, 
is  the  lowest  number  recorded,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  war 
years,  1917  and  1918,  and  the  birth  rate  of  15-9  per  1,000  of  the 
population  is  the  lowest,  with  the  exception  of  1917,  when  the  birth 
rate  was  15-4. 
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The  number  of  births,  together  with  the  birth  rate  for  a number

The  death  rate  of  12-6  is  about  the  average  of  recent  years. 

The  main  cause  of  death  is  again  Heart  Disease,  which  was 
responsible  for  119  deaths,  and,  when  combined  with  other  diseases 
of  the  circulation  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  for  175  deaths,  or 
approximately  2S  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  Diseases  of  the 
lungs  and  respiratory  system,  excluding  Tuberculosis,  caused  13 
per  cent,  of  the  deaths. 

Cancer  again  showed  an  increase,  the  number  of  deaths  from  this 
disease  being  87,  which  is  the  highest  number  recorded  in  the 
Borough.  This  gives  a Cancer  death  rate  of  1-74  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

Against  this,  the  number  of  deaths  and  the  death  rate  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  viz.,  26  and  0-52  per  1,000,  are  both  the 
lowest  recorded  in  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  viz.,  33, 
is  also  the  lowest  recorded. 

There  was  only  one  maternal  death  during  the  year. 
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The  infantile  mortality  rate,  G5  per  1,000  live  births,  was  con- 
siderably higher  than  the  figures  recorded  in  the  two  previous 
years,  viz.,  52  and  47,  but  was  slightly  under  the  rate  recorded  for 
the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.

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A.  Local  Government  Act,  1929.  During  the  year  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  appointed  Medical  Adviser  to  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee,  but,  apart,  from  that,  no  change  was 
made  in  (lie  arrangements  for  the  discharge  of  the  medical  services 
transferred  to  the  Council  under  the  provision  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Act,  1929.  It  lias  not  yet  been  found  practicable  to  provide 
poor  law  services  under  any  of  the  special  Acts  set  out  in  Section  5(1) 
of  the  Act. 

B.  * Particulars  of  the  general  provision  made  for  Health  Ser- 
vices in  the  area  were  given  in  detail  in  the  Survey  Report  for  1930, 
and  during  1931  the  following  alterations  were  made  : — 

Hospital  Accommodation.  During  the  year,  owing  to  the 
opening  of  the  new  nurses’  home  at  the  Poor  Law  Institution,  some 
of  the  rooms  previously  occupied  by  the  nurses  were  used  to  provide 
accommodation  for  10  convalescent  patients  ; also,  by  a re-arrange- 
ment of  the  wards  used  for  mental  cases,  seven  additional  beds 
were  provided,  making  a total  addition  of  17  beds  in  the  Poor  Law 
Hospital.  The  total  accommodation  provided  is  now  312  beds  as 
against  295  previously  recorded. 

At  the  Burton  General  Infirmary,  certain  additions  and  altera- 
tions have  been  in  progress  during  the  year.  When  completed,  in 
1932,  these  will  provide  12  extra  beds  for  patients,  a new  X-Ray 
Department,  a casualty  receiving  room,  new  examination  and 
treatment  rooms  for  Venereal  Diseases,  an  office,  and  additional 
accommodation  for  the  nursing  staff. 

At  the  Isolation  Hospital  a new  cubicle  block  of  16  beds  was 
completed,  making  the  total  number  of  beds  available  for  infectious 
diseases  54.  The.  old  pavilion  in  the  grounds,  once  used  for  Small- 
pox, is  no  longer  fit  for  use,  and  is  not  included  in  the  total.  The 
additional  accommodation  for  the  nursing  and  domestic  staff  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital  was  also  completed  during  the  year.  This 
gave  18  additional  bedrooms,  one  sisters’  sitting  room,  one 
nurses’  day  room,  one  mess  room  for  maids,  and  additional 
domestic  and  office  accommodation. 
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At  the  Poor  Law  Hospital,  Belvedere  House,  the  total  number 
of  admissions  during  the  year  ending  3Lst  December,  1031,  was  508. 

About  24  per  cent,  of  these  patients  came  from  the  Derbyshire 
and  Staffordshire  sections  of  the  old  Union  area. 

The  Hospital  accommodation  here  was  not  always  adequate  for 
the  number  of  patients,  particularly  in  the  winter  months.

The  proportion  of  above  patients  admitted  into  the  Genera 
Infirmary  coming  from  outside  the  area  was  49  per  cent. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres.  The  Clinics  and  Treatment 
Centres  in  the  Borough  remain  the  same  as  given  in  the  report  for 

1930,  except  that  a new  clinic  for  early  mental  cases  was  begun  at 
the  Burton  upon  Trent  General  Infirmary  on  the  6th  October, 

1931,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Staffordshire  Mental  Hospitals 
Board. 

This  Clinic  is  being  held  weekly. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes.  There  were  no  new  applications 
for  registration  of  maternity  and  nursing  homes  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  registered  houses  remains  as  before,  viz.,  four.  In 
one  case  a certificate  of  exemption  has  been  granted. 

C.  Maternal  Mortality.  Special  investigations  are  carried  out 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  staff  into  all  cases  of  Puer- 
peral Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  and  also  into  the  circumstances 
of  all  maternal  deaths. 
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During  t he  year,  Dr.  N.  L.  Edwards,  of  Derby,  was  appointed 
Consultant  for  ante-natal  and  obstetric  complications. 

Health  Visiting.  There  arc  three  Health  Visitors  employed  by 
the  Corporation,  one  of  whom  acts  as  Superintendent.  A small 
proportion  of  their  time  is  devoted  to  visiting  eases  of  Tuberculosis 
and  attending  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  but  otherwise  their 
time  is  devoted  entirely  to  maternity  and  child  welfare  work.  This 
includes  the  home  visiting  of  infants  and  of  children  between  the 
ages  of  one  and  live  years,  and  also  attendance  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  and  Ante-Natal  Clinic.  Considering  all  tilings,  these  arrange- 
ments appear  to  be  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  Borough. 

Children  Act,  1903.  The  arrangements  for  discharging  the 
functions  of  the  Local  Authority  under  Part  1 of  the  Children  Act, 
190S,  remain  the  same  as  described  in  the  report  for  1930.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  17  children  on  the  register. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company 
is  responsible  for  the  public  water  supply  of  the  Borough.  The 
supply  is  on  the  constant  system,  and  is  sufficient  in  quantity  and 
of  good  quality.  The  water  is  a hard  one,  and  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

The  water  supply  has  been  analysed  on  four  occasions  during 
the  year,  the  following  being  the  average  result  of  the  analyses  in

A number  of  houses  (about  20)  are  still  supplied  by  shallow 
wells,  the  remainder  having  the  public  supply. 

Twenty-nine  samples  of  water  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
from  shallow  wells  were  analysed  during  the  year.  Of  these,  18 
were  found  to  be  unfit  for  domestic  use  and  11  were  passed. 

closet  Accommodation.  During  the  year,  013  pail  closets  were 
converted  to  the  water  carriage  system,  and  12  additional  closets 
provided  so  as  to  give  separate  closet  accommodation  to  each  house. 

The  work  of  the  conversion  of  closets  to  the  water  carriage 
system  was  begun  in  the  year  1901,  and  since  that  time  2.112  pri\  y 
middens  and  5,9G0  pail  closets  have  been  converted,  while  574 
additional  water  closets  have  been  provided,  a total  of  8,646. 

The  closets  remaining  to  be  converted  number  313. 

The  conversion  of  closets  during  the  year  was  carried  out  partly 
by  the  scheme  previously  in  use  whereby  the  Corporation  made  a 
contribution  towards  the  cost  and  partly  by  a new  scheme  approved 
by  the  Unemployment  Grants  Committee. 

By  means  of  the  latter,  the  work  was  greatly  accelerated  and 
the  whole  conversion  scheme — long  drawn  out  as  it  has  been — will 
be  completed  as  far  as  possible  bv  the  middle  of  1932. 

There  is  no  doubt,  from  a sanitary  point  of  view,  this  is  one  of 
the  most  important  improvements  which  could  be  undertaken, 
and  the  fact  that  it  is  now  practically  complete  is  a matter  for 
congratulation. 

Scavenging.  The  scavenging  is  entirely  carried  out  by  the  Refuse 
Removal  Department  of  the  Corporation.

Annual  Report,  1931-1932  (1st  April,  1931,  to  31st  March,  1932). 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  and  Summary  of  work  done 
during  the  period  as  shown  above. 

The  total  number  of  workmen  employed  (on  the  regular  list) 
in  both  branches  of  the  Department  is  33,  compared  with  42  the 
previous  year.  Temporary  men  have  been  employed  occasionally 
owing  to  illness  of  regular  workmen. 

REFUSE  REMOVAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Eight  old  workmen  are  on  the  allowance  list,  as  against  five 
the  previous  year,  viz.  : —

The  total  number  of  workmen  employed  in  the  Refuse  Removal 
Dept,  is  22,  compared  with  31  the  previous  year. 

Sick  pay  amounts  to  £9  19s.  4d.,  against  £17  18s.  3d.  in  1931 . 

Compensation  pay  amounts  to  £1  Is.  9d.,  against  £5  19s.  Id. 
the  previous  year. 
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We  have  now  disposed  of  horses  and  vehicles  and  all  refuse  is 
collected  by  Freighters.  We  have  now  five  Freighters  fully  em- 
ployed on  the  work  of  collecting  refuse  from  approximately  12,000 
houses. 

The  amount  of  refuse  collected  by  the  freighters  (which  has  all 
been  passed  over  the  weighbridge)  is  11,535  tons,  14  cwts.,  3 qrs., 
the  amount  of  night  soil  collected  is  1,000  tons,  and  the  amount 
of  trade  refuse  received  at  the  Destructor  and  delivered  by  trades- 
men themselves  is  1,500  tons,  making  a grand  total  of  14,095  tons, 
14  cwts.,  3 qrs.  Compared  with  the  total  for  last  year  of  13,309 
tons,  the  weight  of  refuse  dealt  with  at  the  Destructor  works  is 
14,095  tons,  14  cwts.,  3 qrs. 

The  night  soil  is  now  collected  by  a pneumatic-tyred  vehicle, 
thus  doing  away  with  the  complaint  of  heavy  iron-tyred  carts 
rumbling  about  the  district  at  night  time.  Approximately  12,000 
ashpans  have  been  emptied  weekly.  Fifty-nine  dry  ashpits  have 
been  emptied  compared  with  10S  the  previous  year.  Four  .com- 
bined privies  and  ashpits  have  been  emptied  during  the  year  com- 
pared with  13  the  previous  year. 

Loads  of  excreta  dealt  with  weekly  are  as  follow's  : — 

April  to  June,  20  loads  weekly. 

July  to  September’  IS  loads  weekly. 

October  to  December,  10  loads  weekly. 

January  to  March,  4 loads  weekly. 

Compared  with  21  loads  weekly  during  the  previous  year. 

715  sanitary  pans  have  been  converted  into  W.C.’s  during  the 
year,  and  a few  others  brought  in  that  were  not  required  ; this 
leaves  2G5  still  to  be  converted. 

One  combined  privy  and  ashpit  has  been  converted  to  W.C., 
leaving  four  pits  still  to  be  dealt  with. 

The  Gas  Works  sidings  and  Depot  have  been  clone  away  with 
during  the  past  jear. 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Mrs.  Woolley,  of  Wetmore 
Hall  I'M rm,  and  Mr.  Alderman  Brookes,  to  receive  our  night  soil, 
these  two  places  being  adequate  to  meet  our  demand. 

The  estimated  cost  of  working  and  •maintenance  of  plant  was 
fixed  at  £8,091),  the  approximate  cost  being  £7,152. 

Estimate  for  the  coming  year  is  £6,361. 

DESTRUCTOR. 

The  number  of  workmen  employed  is  11. 

The  allowances  to  old  workmen  arc  : — 

F.  Holmes  receives  £1  5s.  Od.  weekly. 

S.  Fletcher  receives  £1  3s.  6d.  weekly. 

Sick  pay  amounts  to  £7  Os.  Id.,  compared  with  £3  3s.  9d.  the 
previous  year.  Compensation  pay  amounts  to  £33,  compared  with 
£2  18s.  9d.  the  previous  year.  This  compensation  pay  was  made 
to  one  man  for  an  accident  caused  while  working  on  the  Destructor 
furnaces. 

Payment  of  compensation  in  the  future  will  rest  with  the  Insur- 
ance Company,  as  you  have  now  decided  to  insure  all  workmen 
employed  at  the  Destructor  Works. 

Old  tins  are  now  dealt  with  by  pressing  them  into  a solid  block 
on  a baling  press.  This  method  saves  us  considerable  expense 
and  time,  and  will  in  the  future  be  a source  of  revenue. 

The  waste  paper  is  now  also  baled  in  a special  paper  baling  press, 
and  is  disposed  of  to  Alder's  Paper  Mills,  Tam  worth. 

This  is  also  a new  source  of  revenue  for  this  department,  and,  in 
addition  to  bringing  in  revenue,  the  disposal  of  this  paper  avoids 
a lot  of  wear  and  tear  on  our  furnaces,  as  previously  all  this  material 
was  put  through  the  Destructor  furnaces. 
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We  have  discontinued  the  use  of  the  land  rented  from  Messrs. 
Sanders  Bros,  (which  was  reserved  for  ns  for  the  tipping  of  refuse 
during  the  repairs  of  furnaces),  as  I have  made  arrangements  for 
the  materials  to  be  dealt  with  systematically  at  the  Destructor 
Works  instead  of  being  placed  on  this  land  to  be  picked  up  again, 
which  I considered  to  be  unnecessary  expense. 

To  cope  with  the  trade  refuse  now  deposited  at  the  Destructor 
Works,  we  have  erected  a firebrick-lined  incinerator  from  old 
materials  taken  out  of  the  main  Destructor  furnaces  when  doing 
repairs. 

This  enables  us  to  deal  efficiently  with  the  greater  amount  of 
trade  refuse  now  coming  in. 

The  estimated  cost  of  working  and  maintenance  of  plant  was 
fixed  at  £4,518,  and  the  approximate  cast  was  £4,511. 

Estimate  for  ensuing  year  is  £4,411. 

The  total  amount  of  clinker  moved  from  the  Destructor  Works 
was  7,355  tons. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  pay  a tribute  to  the  efficient  way  in 
which  the  workmen  of  these  departments  have  assisted  me  in 
running  these  departments  successfully  and  economically.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH 

COMMITTEE. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  upon 
the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  year  ended  31st  Decem- 
ber, 1931. 

The  past  year  has  again  been  one  of  progress  in  sanitary  and 
housing  matters.  Undoubtedly  the  most  important  was  the  com- 
mencement of  the  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  the  existing  privies 
and  pail  closets  to  the  W.C.  system,  and  when  the  scheme  was 
finally  decided  upon,  in  the  spring  of  1931,  a large  amount  of  work 
was  done  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the  direction  of  inter- 
viewing owners  and  persuading  them  to  have  the  closets  con- 
verted under  the  old  scheme,  i.e.,  to  accept  the  grant  offered  by 
the  Corporation  and  themselves  carry  out  the  work,  and  a con- 
siderable number  of  conversions  were  done  as  a result  of  this. 
Another  improvement  is  the  gradual  abolition  of  ashpits  and  the 
substitution  therefor  of  moveable  ashpans.  For  some  years  this 
matter  has  received  attention,  and  there  ore  now  very  few  ashpits 
remaining  in  the  town. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  was  714, 
and  in  every  case  the  premises  complained  of  were  visited,  nuisances 
being  found  to  exist  in  679  instances,  notices  being  served  where 
necessa ry . 
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The  number  of  nuisances  abated  during  the  year  was  2,017,  and, 
in  addition,  259  contraventions  which  were  discovered  in  Dairies, 
Lodging  Houses,  Slaughterhouses,  etc.,  were  remedied. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  detaih  d report  which  follows,  a large 
amount  of  work  of  a useful  character  has  been  carried  out  ; the 
total  number  of  inspections  of  all  classes — 23,01S — is  extremely 
satisfactory. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  in  a case  of 
failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  a notice  for  the  abate- 
ment of  a nuisance,  and,  on  the  hearing  of  the  case,  an  Order  was 
made  by  the  Magistrates  for  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance.  In 
certain  other  cases,  proceedings  were  authorise  d by  the  Committee, 
but,  after  letters  had  been  sent  by  the  Town  Clc-rk,  the  necessary 
work  was  put  in  hand  and  completed  without  a summons  actually 
being  served.

Louse-Io-House  inspections.  This  important  work  has  again 
received  attention  during  the  year,  238  houses  having  been  in- 
spected under  the  Housing  Acts.  Further  particulars  relating  to 
house-to-house  work  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.  These  regulations  have 
entailed  a considerable  amount  of  work  in  the  administration  of 
same,  there  having  been  3,672  visits  to  slaughterhouses  and  734 
visits  to  markets  and  shops  for  the  purpose  of  food  inspection. 
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During  the  year  IDO  notices  of  slaughter  were  received  in 
addition  to  the  notices  of  regular  slaughter  received  from  the 
butchers.  For  the  most  part  they  referred  to  the  slaughter  of  pigs 
by  cottagers,  which  were  in  most  cases  killed  at  slaughterhouses, 
and  in  every  case  the  carcases  were  inspected  after  slaughter. 

From  time  to  time  during  the  year  minor  contraventions  were 
noted,  chiefly  in  the  direction  of  precautions  not  being  taken  to 
prevent  contamination  in  the  handling  of  meat,  and  in  every  case 
a warning  was  given  to  the  offender. 

Gaseous  Lymphadenitis.  Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  t his  disease 
in  mutton  carcases  imported  from  certain  countries,  thorough 
examinations  of  all  such  carcases  received  in  Burton  has  been 
carried  out.  During  the  year  3,402  carcases  were  examined  at 
the  two  cold  stores  in  the  town. 

Shops  Acts,  1912  to  1228.  The  administration  of  these  Acts 
continues  to  receive  attention.  2.289  visits  having  been  made  during 
the  year  1931.  Closing  Orders  are  in  force  regulating  the  hours 
of  closing  for  the  following  trades,  viz.,  boot  dealers,  hairdressers 
and  barbers,  watchmakers  and  jewellers,  and  butchers  and  pork- 
butchers. 

During  the  year,  complaints  were  received  from  time  to  time  of 
certain  shops  in  various  parts  of  the  town  being  kept  open  after 
time,  and  visits  were  made  on  Friday  and  Saturday  nights,  warnings 
being  given  in  a few  instances,  and  in  one  case  proceedings  were 
authorised,  and,  on  the  hearing  of  the  case,  a line  was  imposed. 
In  addition,  articles  were  put  in  the  local  newspapers  from  time  to 
time  calling  attention  to  the  hours  of  closing. 

Smoke  Abatement.  A certain  amount  of  useful  work  was  accom- 
plished in  the  direction  of  smoke  abatement,  123  observations  being 
taken,  .and  eight  letters  were  sent  and  a number  of  interviews 
took  place  with  engineers  and  others  concerned. 


Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919.  The  administration  of 
this  Act  continues  to  receive  attention,  applications  for  advice 
or  assist  ance  having  been  received  throughout  the  past  year.  The 
total  number  of  visits  paid  during  the  year  re  rat  destruction 
was  8G5,  134  additional  premises  being  dealt  with  and  about  8,000 
poison  baits  having  been  laid.  We  have  direct  evidence  of  about 
2,000  rats  having  been  destroyed,  whilst  eight  letters  were 
served  requiring  work  to  be  carried  out  in  the  direction  of  rat 
extermination. 

During  National  Rat  Week,  2nd  to  7th  November,  special  atten- 
tion was  devoted  to  the  work,  certain  additional  measures  being 
taken,  including  the  treatment  of  many  of  the  sewers,  special 
baiting  of  premises  which  from  the  nature  of  the  work  are  likely 
to  become  infested,  publication  of  articles  in  the  local  newspapers 
inviting  the  co-operation  of  the  townspeople,  and  the  posting  of 
descriptive  publications  throughout  the  town,  also  at  the  Town 
Hall,  Market  Hall,  and  Public  Library.  The  local  rat  catchers 
were  also  interviewed  and  encouraged  to  devote  as  much  time  as 
possible  to  rat  destruction  during  the  week. 

Ice  Cresm.  The  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ice  cream  were  regularly  inspected  during  the  summer  months, 
116  inspections  having  been  made. 

Common  Lodging  5-louses.  The  number  of  Common  Lodging 
Houses  on  the  register  is  three,  there  being  accommodation  for  134 
adults  and  7 children;  171  inspections  were  made,  and  81  contra- 
ventions of  a minor  character  were  discovered  and  dealt  with  during 
the  year. 

Van  Dwellings.  The  inspection  of  this  class  of  habitation  con- 
tinues to  receive  attention,  and  on  the  ground  at  the  rear  of  the 
Lodging  House  in  Branstonc  Road,  inspections  have  been  periodic- 
ally made  throughout  the  year.  Complaints  were  received  from 
time  to  time  from  residents  in  the  neighbourhood,  and,  on  inspec- 
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tion,  some  of  the  complaints  referred  to  matters  which  cannot  be 
dealt  with  by  a Sanitary  Authority.  It  has  also  happened  that 
when  the  complaints  have  been  investigated  the  van  dwellers 
concerned  have  left  the  neighbourhood.  The  difficulty  of  pre- 
venting nuisances  from  arising  is  intensified  by  the  fact  that  many 
of  these  van  dwellers  are  nomadic  in  their  habits.  Every  effort 
is,  however,  made  to  prevent  any  cause  for  complaint  from  arising. 

There  are  also  van  dwellings  in  other  parts  of  the  town,  all  of 
which  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time.  The  number  of 
visits  made  during  the  year  was  418. 

rderchandise  Marks  Act,  1926.  During  the  year,  295  visits  were 
made  under  this  Act,  particularly  as  regards  the  sale  of  imported 
articles  of  food  which  need  to  be  properly  marked,  the  various 
shops  and  stalls  in  the  market  having  received  constant  attention 
throughout  the  year. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928.  During  the  year  1931, 
142  samples  were  obtained  for  analysis,  this  total  being  constituted 
as  follows  : — 

Alilk  S3,  Butter  24,  Cream  5,  Extract  of  Malt  1,  Castor  Oil  2, 
Epsom  Salts  2,  Friar’s  Balsam  3,  Olive  Oil  4,  Cheese  6,  Rice  6, 
Sago  3,  Whisky  3. 

One  sample  of  milk  was  found  to  be  slightly  deficient  in  fat  and 
two  samples  were  adulterated  with  3%  of  added  water,  but,  after 
full  investigation,  it  was  decided  that  w arnings  would  meet  the  ease, 
and  the  purveyors  were  warned  accordingly.  The  informal  sample 
of  Malt  and  Oil  was  reported  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
whilst  one  sample  of  rice  was  adulterated  by  the  addition  of  -023% 
of  stone,  due  to  improper  cleansing.  The  matter  was  taken  up 
with  the  importers,  who  expressed  regret,  and,  On  a further  sample 
being  taken,  same  was  found  to  be  genuine. 
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Housing.  The  total. number  of  houses  inspected  during  the  yea- 
1061,  for  defects,  amounted  to  1,670.  Of  this  number,  1,462  were 
inspected  as  a result  of  complaints  or  investigation  after  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease.  The  remaining  ‘238  houses  were  inspected  and 
the  nuisances  found  were  recorded  as  required  by  the  Housing  Act 
Regulations.  The  defects  discovered  in  these  238  houses  amounted 
to  2494,  the  summary  being  as  follows  : —

The  fertilizers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1926.  During  the  year 
11  informal  samples  of  Fertilizers  were  obtained  for  analysis,  eight 
of  which  were  found  to  be  genuine,  but  in  three  cases  the  con- 
stituents found,  on  analysis,  did  not  agree  with  the  Statutory 
Statements  given  at  the  time  of  purchase.  Reports  giving  full 
particulars  were  given  to  the  Committee,  and,  after  full  considera- 
.tion,  warning  letters  were  sent  by  the  Town  Clerk.

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Rent  and  Mortgage  interest  Restriction  Acts,  1920  and  1923. 

One  application  for  a certificate  was  received  during  the  year, 
and  same 'was  granted.  In  addition,  many  applications  for  advice 
were  received,  not  only  as  regards  repairs,  but  also  as  to  the  rents 
charged,  and  in  nearly  all  cases  a satisfactory  conclusion 
was  arrived  at. 


Diseases  ef  Animals  Acts. 

(a)  Swine  Fever, 

The  almost  complete  immunity  which  we  have  experienced  in 
the  Borough  for  the  past  12  years  from  this  disease  was  continued 
during  1931,  there  being  only  three  cases  confirmed  during  the 
year. 

As  in  previous  years,  Inspectors  have  attended  every  sale  in 
order  to  grant  the  necessary  movement  licences  under  the  Swine 
Fever  (Regulation  of  Movement)  Order.  In  a few  cases  swine 
were  removed  from  the  sale  without  this  licence  being  obtained, 
and  warnings  w'ere  given  in  such  cases,  and  a notice  was  also  inserted 
in  the  local  newspapers  calling  attention  to  tins  important  require- 
ment. 

1,339  licences  were  issued  during  the  year,  copies  being  sent  to 
adjoining  Local  Authorities  in  every  case  where  swine  were  moved 
outside  the  Borough. 

(t)  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

During  the  year,  Burton  has  enjoyed  complete  immunity  from 
this  disease,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  throughout  the  country 
during  the  past  year  or  so  the  number  of  outbreaks  shows  a 
decided  decrease. 

(c)  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 

Under  the  above  Order,  action  was  taken  during  the  year  in  respect 
of  five  animals,  three  of  which  were  found  to  be  giving  tubercular 
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milk,  the  remaining  two  being  notified  by  the  owners,  and  in  every 
ease  the  animals  were  slaughtered.  In  four  cases  the  disease  was 
localised,  and  in  one  case  advanced,  compensation  being  paid  as 
provided  by  the  Order. 

((/)  Transit  of  Animals  Order,  1027. 

The  above  Order  has  been  administered  during  the  year,  special 
attention  having  been  given  to  the  conveyance  of  animals  to  and 
from  the  sale-yard. 

In  addition,  the  railway  cattle  dock  at. Burton,  which  is  a centre 
for  the  feeding  and  watering  of  animals  in  course  of  transit,  also 
for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  cattle  trucks,  has  been  in- 
spected weekly.  I am  glad  to  record  the  willing  co-operation  of 
the  Railway  Companies  in  this  direction. 

Fourteen  carcases  of  pigs  were  found  dead  in  the  trucks  on 
arrival — seven  had  died  of  Peritonitis,  five  had  died  of  Pneumonia, 
and  two  as  a result  of  suffocation. 

Considering  over  22,000  pigs  alone  were  received  by  rail  during 
the  year,  I feel  that  the  Railway  Companies  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  such  a low  percentage  of  casualties. 

(e)  The  Transit  of  Animals  (Amendment)  Order,  1031. 

During  the  past  year  the  above  Order  came  into  force,  which 
makes  provision  for  the  construction  of  ve  hicles  used  for  conveyance 
of  animals  by  road,  in  order' to  prevent  injury  to  such  aninals.  In 
the  case  of  new  vehicles,  they  must  be  free  from  projections,  and 
the  wheel  arches  must  be  fitted  with  a protecting  shield.  In  the 
case  of  old  vehicles,  this  requirement  must  be  provided  before  1st 
July,  1932. 

Storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit,  etc.  The  premises  licensed  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  spirit  and  carbide  of  calcium  have  all  been 
inspected  throughout  the  year. 

There  are  87  petroleum  stores,  the  total  amount  of  spirit  stored 
therein  being  175,120  gallons,  and  19  stores  where  carbide  of  cal- 
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ciuni  is  stored,  t lie  total  amount  of  this  commodity  being  11  tons, 
191  cwt.,  and  -ISO  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  during  the 
year. 

The  foregoing  report  gives  some  idea  of  the  multifarious  duties 
which  now  devolve  upon  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  but  there  are  many 
details  which  cannot  be  tabulated.  Clerical  work,  correspondence, 
office  routine  and  interviews  with  people  at  the  office  necessarily 
take  up  a considerable  amount  of  time,  and  this  particular  work 
has  a tendency  to  increase. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  confidence 
and  support.

There  are  no  premises  in  the 
Borough  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured,  but  there  are  certain 
premises  where  rag  flock  is  used  or  sold,  and  these  have  been  in- 
spected. No  samples  of  rag  flock  were  taken.

Lousing  Schemes.  During  1931  the  housing  scheme  for  the 
erection  of  34  houses  in  Gordon  Street  was  completed.  Another 
scheme  for  the  erection  of  30  non-parlour  tjpc  houses  in  Woods 
Lane  was  passed,  and  the  work  of  erection  was  well  in  hand  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 
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Clearance  Area.  A representation  was  made  to  the  Local 
Authority  that  Court  No.  1,  Station  Street,  was  hi  a very  insanitary 
condition,  and  that  the  only  efficient  way  of  dealing,  with  the  area 
was  by  means  of  a clearance  scheme. 

The  area  consisted  of  26  houses,  nine  of  which  were  void  and 
more  or  less  derelict,  and  17  houses  occupied  by  a population  of  75 
persons,  comprised  in  16  families.  One  large  family  occupied  two 
houses. 

The  Local  Authority  passed  the  necessar}'  resolution  declaring 
the  area  to  be  a clearance  area,  but  the  clearance  order  was  not 
made  until  the  present  year. 


Unfit  Houses.  Representations  were  also  made  that  four  houses, 
Nos.  37  to  40,  Brough  Road,  were  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
and  closing  orders  were  made.  Ultimately,  only  one  of  the  houses 
was  vacated,  as  the  other  throe  tenants  did  not  find  it  possible  to 
obtain  other  accommodation,  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  \Tear  the 
demolition  orders  which  had  also  been  passed  could  not  be  enforced.

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INSPECTION  AMD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Iwilk  Supply.  During  the  year  . 1931,  GS  bulk  samples  of 
milk  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  to  be  tested  for  Tuberculosis. 
Fourteen  were  reported  positive,  or  20'G  per  cent,  of  the  total. 

Of  the  14  positive  samples,  two  related  to  one  farm,  the  remainder 
being  from  individual  farms.  There  were,  therefore,  13  farms 
affected,  of  which  seven  were  in  the  Borough  and  six  in  the  County 
of  Stafford. 

The  Borough  Veterinary  Surgeon  visited  and  inspected  the  cows 
at  the  Borough  farms,  but  in  the  other  cases  notification  was  sent 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  concerned,  and  these 
farms  were  visited  and  inspected  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  employed 
by  the  County  Council. 

At  ten  of  these  farms  (four  in  the  Borough  and  six  outside)  tuber- 
culous cows  were  found  to  the  number  of  eleven.  All  these  animals 
were  slaughtered  and  were  found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis. 
At  the  remaining  three  farms  the  affected  animals  were  not  found. 

Tuberculosis  Order,  1S25.  Two  notifications  under  this  Order 
were  received  during  the  year,  and  in  each  case  an  animal  was 
slaughtered  and  found  to  be  tuberculous.

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During  the  year  13  persons  made  application  for  registration. 
The  premises  were  inspected  in  every  case  and  their  names  were 
put  on  the  register.  Seventeen  persons  discontinued  the  business 
during  the  year. 
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A number  of  retailers  now  deliver  bottled  milk,  and  this  appears 
to  be  an  improvement  in  the  method  of  delivering  ordinary  milk 
by  retail. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923.  Three  licences  for  the 
sale  of  Grade  A milk  in  the  Borough  were  applied  for  and  granted 
during  the  year  1931,  one  farm  being  in  the  Borough  and  two 
outside  the  Borough  boundary. 

A licence  was  also  granted  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk. 

The  above  are  the  only  forms  of  graded  milk  which  are  available 
in  the  Borough  at  present. 

Specimens  sent  for  Bacterial  Count.  Sixteen  samples  of 
graded  milk  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Man- 
chester, for  bacterial  count.  All  the  reports  except  one  showed 
that  the  specimens  -were  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  (Special  Designations)  Order.  The  sample  mentioned 
was  one  of  Pasteurised  milk,  and  gave  a bacteriological  count  of 
113,000  per  c.c..,  whereas  the  limit  according  to  the  regulations  is 
100,000.  Further  samples  taken  were  well  within  the  standard.

Inspection  of  Dairies.  571  inspections  of  dairies,  cowsheds  and 
milkshops  were  made  during  the  year,  and  in  79  cases  contra- 
ventions of  the  regulations  were  discovered  and  dealt  with. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection.  An  application  was 
received  during  the  year  from  the  occupier  of  premises  situate  at 
129,  Wet  mo  re  Road,  for  a licence  to  use  these  premises  as  a Slaughter- 
house. 

The  building  was  licensed  as  a Slaughterhouse  until  the  year 
11)10,  and  has  not  been  in  use  since  that  date.  The  premises  were 
inspected  and  the  necessary  alterations  made,  a supply  of  water  being 
laid  thereto,  and  a licence  was  granted  for  the  use  and  occupation 
of  this  building  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  only. 

There  has  been  one  change  of  occupation  of  a Slaughterhouse 
during  the  year,  due  to  the  removal  of  the  occupier.

The  inspection  of  meat  continues  to  receive  the  attention  such 
an  important  subject  deserves,  a large  amount  of  time  being  devoted 
to  this  particular  work. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  all  the  Inspectors  now  hold  cer- 
tificates for  meat  inspection. 

The  number  of  visits  of  inspection  to  Slaughterhouses  during 
the  year  was  3,672,  and  the  total  weight  of  meat  and  other  unsound 
food  condemned  amounts  to  62  tons,  13  cwts.,  2 qrs.  Of  this 
large  total,  34  tons  is  accounted  for  by  the  condemnation  of  casualty 
animals,  i.e.,  animals  which  are  sent  to  certain  Slaughterhouses  in 
the  town  owing  to  accidents,  illness,  etc.,  and  where  emergency 
slaughter  has  to  be  resorted  to.  It  must  be  apparent  to  everyone 
that  it  is  far  better  for  this  particular  class  of  meat  to  be  properly 
dealt  with  in  a Slaughterhouse  than  for  animals  to  be  killed  in 
obscure  barns  and  other  unsuitable  places  in  country  districts,  as 
was  probably  the  case  some  years  ago. 

A further  explanation  is  that  a large  number  of  animals  dealt 
with  by  the  Staffs.  C.C.  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  are  also 
brought  to  a Slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough.

There  are  four  open  meat  stalls  in  the  market  on  Thursdays  and 
three  on  Saturdays.  These  have  been  sufficiently  screened  to 
comply  with  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

Bakehouses.  There  are  now  19  bakehouses  in  use  in  the 
Borough,  S bring  workshops  and  1 1 factories.  All  have  been 
inspected,  when  S contraventions  were  recorded,  but  these  were 
lemedied  on  receipt  of  a notice  from  the  Inspector.  The  number 
of  inspections  made  to  bakehouses  during  the  year  was  84 
There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  Town. 

FOOD  A UD  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

Report  on  Work  as  Public  Analyst  for  the  year  1931. 

During  the  year  1931,  142  samples  wore  submitted  for  analysis 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  this  total  being 
constituted  as  follows  : — Milk  83,  Cream  5.  Blitter  24,  Cheese  6, 
Rice  G,  Sago  3,  Whisky  3,  Olive  Oil  4,  Castor  Oil  2,  Epsom  Salts  2, 
Extract  of  Malt  and  C’od  Liver  Oil  1,  and  Friars’  Balsam  3. 

Five  samples  (three  of  milk,  one  of  rice  and  one  of  extract  of 
malt  and  cod  liver  oil)  were  returned  as  adulterated,  which  shows 
a percentage  of  adulteration  of  3-52. 

The  milk  supply  maintained  a good  quality.  The  average  com- 
position was  : Fat  3-71  per  cent.,  Solids-not-fat  8-84  per  cent. 
That  this  is  the  fourth  year  in  succession  in  which  an  increase  in 
the  average  amount  of  fat  lias  occurred  and,  still  more,  that  it  is 
Hie  highest  for  seven  or  more  years,  is  a matter  for  satisfaction. 
An  excellent  milk  supply  is  an  asset  to  a town,  though  we  are  as  yet 
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slightly  below  the  3-74  per  cent,  that  is  taken  as  the  average  for 
good  quality  milk. 

One  sample  was  returned  as  adulterated  because  it  showed  a 
deficiency  in  fat  of  7 per  cent.,  while  of  two  others  each  was  found 
to  contain  3 per  cent,  of  added  water  . It  may  be  thought  that 
3 per  cent,  of  water  is  a trivial  matter  ; actually,,  it  is  serious.  A 
big  proportion  of  adulteration  of  such  an  order  is  due  to  leaky 
coolers,  and,  however  satisfying  it  may  be  to  a farmer’s  proper 
pride  to  discover  the  addition  of  water  is  inadvertent  and  not 
wilful,  it  is  important  to  the  consumers  he  supplies,  who  month 
after  month  continue  to  be  defrauded  while  he  benefits.  Tn  nearly 
every  case  the  amount  of  water  must  be  much  greater  than  can  by 
law  be  declared  on  a certificate  of  adulteration  where  an  amount  of 
S-5  per  cent,  of  solids-not-fat  has  to  be  taken  as  the  basis  of  calcu- 
lation. 

Two  samples  of  cream  sold  in  cartons,  that  is,  English  cream, 
gave  the  results  of  rich  cream  with  5T9  and  62-1  per  cent,  of  fat. 
Cream  in  tins,  as  always,  was  a greatly  inferior  article  with  fat 
content  ranging  from  22-8  to  25-2  per  cent.  Two  of  the  tinned 
creams  were  Danish  and  the  third  Dutch.  Tt  is  difficult  to  bring 
home  to  the  public  the  fact  that  these  foreign  tinned  articles  are 
given  a fictitious  appearance  of  thickness  by  the  process  of  homo- 
genisation, which  consists  of  breaking  up  globules  of  milk-fat  into 
smaller  globules',  but  every  person  that  can  realise  tinned  cream 
to  be,  in  truth,  a paltiy  thin  article  that  is  nothing  like  half  as  rich 
as  English  cream  and  who  as  a result  buys  from  a dairyman,  helps 
the  sale  of  honest  cream  instead  of  patronising  grossly  inferior 
articles  of  a deceitful  thickness. 

Butter  was  of  better  quality  than  in  1030,  with  an  average  of 
13-84  per  cent,  of  water.  The  amounts  in  individual  samples 
ranged  from  1T0  to  15-4  per  cent.  The  broad  conclusion  to  be 
drawn  is  that  in  butter,  as  in  milk,  the  town  receives  an  adequate 
supply  of  milk-fat.  The  superiority  of  this  average  water-content 
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of  13-84  per  cent,  is  emphasised  by  comparison  with  the  1931 
averages  for  four  other  districts: —

These  are  all  the  1931  averages  at  present  known  to  me.  The 
average  figure  is  not  calculated  for  most  districts,  but,  so  far  as  I 
know,  Burton  is  by  far  and  away  the  district  giving  best  value  in 
this  article. 


Cheese  of  various  descriptions  came  up  for  analysis — Derby, 
Cheshire,  Stilton,  Canadian,  Cheddar,  and  Gorgonzola.  Each  was 
genuine  for  its  type,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Gorgonzola,  which  is 
the  dampest  of  the  real  cheeses  (sometimes  containing  as  mxich  as 
40  per  cent,  of  water)  the  water  content  was  only  25-5  per  cent. 

An  investigation  of  great  value  to  the  town  was  carried  out  by 
the  Sampling  Officer,  who  found,  on  enquiring  for  Sago,  that  only 
Pearl  Tapioca  was  offered  bv  most-  shops,  fortunately  always  by  its 
real  name.  Many  years  ago,  tapioca  manufacturers  increased  their 
sales  by  moulding  tapioca  into  the  form  of  sago.  Tapioca  is  white 
in  colour,  whereas  sago  is  never  white,  but  brown  or  buff,  and  the 
imitation  sago  consisted  of  pearl  tapioca  made  in  three  sizes,  “ bul- 
let,” “ medium,”  and  ‘‘  seed,”  and  ought  never  to  have  been  sold 
to  the  public  as  sago.  Anyone  guilty  of  d scribing  tapioca  as  a 
purer  form  of  sago  is  guilty  of  gross  misrepresentation,  and  b}r 
casting  reflection  on  the  purity  of  the  “ brown  sago,”  which  is  the 
only  genuine  article,  does  great  injustice  to  honest  vendors  who 
sell  the  latter.  The  price  of  sago  is  usually  only  two-thirds  of  that 
of  tapioca,  so  that  in  stocking  only  pearl  tapioca  a grocer  is  forcing 
customers  to  pay  more  than  they  need,  and  this  for  an  article  not 
quite  so  easily  digested  as  sago.  Moreover,  so  many  people,  for 
one  reason  or  another,  get  milk  pudding  too  frequently  for  it  to  be 
attractive,  and  genuine  brown  sago  gives  a touch  of  variety.  It 
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is  very  satisfactory  to  record  that  all  three  samples  of  sago  submitted 
were  genuine  sago,  and  that  there  is  no  “ trade  custom  ” in  the 
town  to  supply  tapioca  when  sago  is  asked  for.  This  point  is  of 
particular  importance,  as  the  notorious  Bclpcr  decision  of  1903 
depended  entirely  on  the  agreement  of  a body  of  traders  to  a mis- 
description. I wish  to  emphasise  here  that  we  have  proved  that 
in  Burton  upon  Trent  there  exists  no  trade  custom  to  sell  tapioca 
when  sago  is  asked  for. 

I returned  a sample  of  rice  as  adulterated  because  of  the  presence 
of  a small  stone.  Tt.  sometimes  happens  that  small  stones  from 
the  paddy  fields  are  harvested  with  the  rice  grain  and  arc  carried 
through  all  the  processes  of  manufacture.  They  approximate  to 
the  size  and  shape  of  rice  grains,  and,  while  sometimes  black  or 
brown,  are  often  of  a whitish-grey  or  whitish-brown,  and  perhaps 
not  noticeable  until  a sample  is  spread  out  on  paper  for  deliberate 
inspection. 

A sample  of  Extract  of  Malt  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  was  returned  as 
adulterated  as  the  Cod  Liver  Oil  was  so  decomposed  as  to  be  unfit 
for  human  consumption.

Legal  Proceedings.  No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  for  the 
adulteration  of  foods  during  the  year,  but  a warning  was  issued  in 
each  of  the  three  cases  where  the  milk  was  found  to  be  below  the 
standard. 
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FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT,  1S26. 

Report  of  the  Official  Agricultural  Analyst  for  the  year  1931. 

During  the  year  1931,  eleven  samples  were  received  for  analysis, 
this  total  being  constituted  as  follows  : — -Meat  Meal  1,  Linseed 
Meal  1,  Fish  Meal  1,  Linseed  Cake  Meal  1,  Flaked  Maize  1,  Bran  1, 
Sharps  1,  Compound  Fertiliser  2,  Sulphate  of  Potash  1,  and  Nitrate 
of  Soda  1 . 

The  samples  of  Linseed  Meal,  Linseed  Cake  Meal,  Sulphate  of 
Potash  and  Nitrate  of  Soda  were  satisfactory,  but  of  the.  other 
seven  samples  each  showed  some  point  requiring  criticism. 

In  two  samples  (Meat  Meal  and  FCh  Meal)  the  phosphoric  acid 
was  much  below  that  declared  in  the  statutory  statements,  but  in 
each  case  it  seemed  probable  that  there  had  been  some  confusion 
between  phosphoric  acid  and  calcium  phosphate,  and  that  the  per- 
centages of  calcium  phosphate  had  been  declared  as  phosphoric 
acid.  As  11  parts  of  calcium  phosphate  contain  5 parts  of  phos- 
phoric acid,  a mistake  in  tliis  point  is  very  misleading  and  to  the 
detriment  of  the  purchaser.  The  other  failures  to  comply  with  the 
statutory  statements  were  as  follows  : — The  Meat  Meal  and  Flaked 
Maize  contained  more  oil  than  declared,  the  Fish  Meal  contained 
less  salt  than  declared  (which,  if  anything,  is  an  advantage),  while 
the  Bran  and  Sharps  contained  less  fibre  than  stated.  Both  the 
Compound  Fertilisers  were  badly  mixed,  but  with  the  result  that 
the  purchaser  would  benefit  from  receiving  more  potash,  an  expen- 
sive ingredient,  than  he  was  promised.  Altogether,  if  there  has 
been  a singularly  high  proportion  (7  out  of  11)  of  samples  which  for 
technical  reasons  of  the  Act  had  to  be  considered  unsatisfactory, 
in  all  important  characters,  the  vendor  and  not  the  purchaser  was 
the  party  that  stood  to  lose.  To  an  Act  where  it  is  forbidden — 
and  forbidden  on  good  principle — to  sell  a more  valuable  material 
than  declared,  such  an  anomaly  as  condemning  a vendor  for  giving 
too  good  value  is  incidental.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS

Diphtheria.  The  number  of  notifications  of  this  disease  received 
during  the  year  was  42,  compared  with  205  cases  in  the  previous 
year.  The  disease  was  of  a moderately  severe  type,  and  two  cases 
were  fatal — a case  mortality  of  4-7  per  cent. 

The  swabbing  of  all  school  children  who  were  contacts  in  the 
home  of  a Diphtheria  case  was  continued  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  children  thus  examined  was  57,  and  five  (8-8  per  cent.) 
were  found  to  be  “ Carriers  ” of  Diphtheria  Bacilli  in  the  throat 
or  nose.  The  usual  procedure  of  exclusion  from  school  was  fol- 
lowed. 
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Scarlet  Fever.  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  comparatively  few  in 
number,  and  t he  type  was  on  the  whole  very  mild.  There  were 
no  deaths. 

Schick  and  Dick  Tests.  No  routine  measures  were  adopted 
during  the  year  for  applying  the  Schick  or  Dick  Tests  to  children 
generally,  or  for  taking  measures  to  immunise  the  younger  part 
of  the  population  against  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respec- 
tively. These  measures  are  taken  when  requests  are  made  and 
in  a few  selected  cases.  One  boy  was  Dick  tested  during  the  year 
and  subsequently  immunised  against  Scarlet  Fever,  and  three 
children  were  Schick  tested  and  subsequently  immunised  against 
Diphtheria. 

Schick  Tests  and  measures  of  immunisation  are  taken  as  a routine 
measure  with  Nurses  engaged  at  the  Fever  Hospital. 

Smallpox.  One  ease  of  Smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year. 
The  patient  was  a man,  75  years  of  age,  and  lie  developed  a severe 
confluent  type  of  the  disease.  He  was  removed  to  Hospital  and 
died  there.  In  connection  with  this  case,  one  contact  was  re- 
vaccinated  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention) 
Regulations,  1917. 

Undulant  Fever.  Two  cases  which  were  probably  Undulant 
Fever  occurred  during  the  year.  Apart  from  pyrexia  and  lassitude, 
there  were  few  definite  symptoms,  and  the  diagnosis  rests  mainly 
on  blood  tests,  which  were  positive  in  a titre  of  1 in  2,560  in  each 
case  against  the  Bacillus  Abortus  (Bang).  One  case  was  treated 
in  a private  Hospital  and  one  in  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Both 
patients  made  good  recoveries.  Enquiries  were  made  into  the 
milk  supply  of  both  cases,  but  these  failed  to  reveal  any  source  of 
infection . 

Zymotic  Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases 
was  7,  viz.,  Diphtheria  2,  Diarrhoea  1,  Whooping  Cough  2,  Small- 
pox 1,  Typhoid  Fever  1.

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  was  supplied  as  usual  from  the  Health 
Office  for  all  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Borough  if  applied  for 
During  tho  year  27  phials  each  containing  8,000  units  were  supplied 
to  medical  practitioners  in  the  borough. 


Laboratory  Work.  Bacteriological  examinations  for  infectious 
diseases  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Town 
Hall,  with  the  exception  of  the  tests  for  Enteric  Fever  and  Puer- 
peral Fever,  which  if  required  are  done  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Manchester. 

The  total  number  of  specimens  examined  during  the  year  was 
1,154,  as  compared  with  2,297  in  1930.

BOROUGH  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  chief  event  of  the  year  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital 
was  the  completion  of  the  new  cubicle  block,  which  provides  eight 
separate  cubicles  for  the  treatment  of  mixed  infections,  and  two 
small  wards  of  four  beds  each  for  the  treatment  of  other  cases. 

At  the  same  time,  the  addition  to  the  Administration  Block  was 
completed.  This  provides  additional  bedroom  accommodation  and 
day  rooms  for  the  nursing  and  domestic  staff.  By  these  additions 
the  hospital  equipment  has  been  greatly  improved,  and  there 
should  be  very  little  difficulty,  except  in  very  abnormal  years,  in 
treating  all  infectious  cases  where  hospital  treatment  is  required.

Hospital  Treatment.  One  ease  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Hip  Joint

In  addition  to  those  given  in  the  Table  there  were  333  attend- 
ances for  intermediate  treatment. 

In  1930  the  patients  attending  the  Clinic  numbered  71  males 
and  21  females,  the  total  number  of  attendances  being  74S  for 
treatment  b}’  the  Medical  Officer,  and  470  for  intermediate  treat- 
ment. 

The  figures  given  in  the  previous  Table  include  patients  from  the 
Borough,  from  South  Derbyshire,  and  from  Staffordshire,  and  also 
includes  S patients  previously  treated  at  other  Centres,  and  14 
patients  suffering  from  Syphilis,  one  from  Soft  Chancre  and  six 
from  Gonorrhoea,  who  attended  the  Clinic  in  1930  or 'earlier  and 
continued  their  treatment  during  1931. 

There  were,  therefore,  70  new  cases  admitted  to  the  Clinic  during 
1931,  viz.,  47  from  Burton,  17  from  South  Derbyshire,  and  6 from 
Staffordsliire,  compared  with  75  cases  in  1930,  of  which  57 
were  Borough  cases. 


Of  the  I 173  attendances  at  the  Clinic  SI 2 were  made  by  Burton 
patients,  271  by  South  Derbyshire,  and  OU  by  Staffordshire 
patients. 

Salvarsnn.  The  number  of  doses  of  Arsenobenzol  compounds 
given  at  the  Clinic  was  2SS. 

Pathological  Spccirner.s.  Pathological  specimens  arc  examined 
from  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  at  the  Laboratory  of  the  Derby 
County  Council  at  Derb}r.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwives.  The  duties  of  the  supervision  and  inspection  of  mid- 
waves  are  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 

The  number  of  Midwives  who  in  January,  1931,  gave  notice  of 
their  intention  to  practise  w ithin  the  area  of  the  Borough  in  accord- 
ance with  section  10  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1902,  was  23.  Subse- 
quently, two  other  Midwives  gave  notice,  and  their  names  were 
added  to  the  register. 

One  Midwife  was  cautioned  during  the  year  for  failing  to  produce 
her  ante-natal  register  and  her  register  of  eases. 

One  [Midwife-  was  reported  to  the  Central  Mid  wives  Board  for 
certain  breaches  of  the  rules  of  the  Board.  The  charges  found 
proved  by  the  Board  were  that  she  did  not  keep  herself  scrupu- 
lously clean  in  every  way,  including  her  appliances,  that  when  her 
bag  Avas  examined  it  contained  an  unlabelled  bottle  of  Lysol  and 
an  unlabelled  bottle  of  Ergot,  and  that  she  did  not  keep  her  register 
of  cases  as  required  by  the  rules.  She  was  censured. 

Lectures  to  Midwives.  Two  lectures  were  given  to  Midwives 
during  the  year,  one  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  “ Dis- 
infectants,” and  the  other  by  the  Deputy  [Medical  Officer  of  Health 
on  “ Infant  Feeding  and  Rickets.”

Medical  Practitioners’  Fees.  Claims  from  Medical  Practitioners 
for  fees  under  Section  14  of  the  Midwives  Act,  191S,  for  assistance 
to  Midwives  in  emergencies  amounted  to  £75  8s.  Od.  for  the  year, 
and  £4S  11s.  Od.  was  repaid  to  the  Corporation  by  patients  during 
the  same  period. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre.  No  change  was  made  during  the  year 
in  the  arrangements  for  carrying  on  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre, 
and  there  was  no  change  in  the  staff. 

A site  has  been  procured  in  Curzon  Street  for  a new  Infant  Welfare 
Centre,  but  owing  to  the  prevailing  financial  conditions  no  further 
progress  was  made  as  regards  the  provision  of  a new  building. 

Voluntary  Helpers.  A number  of  ladies  have  acted  as  voluntary 
helpers  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  some  of  them  over  a long  period 
of  years,  and  have  given  very  valuable  assistance  in  carrying  out 
the  work.  It  is  only  through  their  regular  and  ungrudging  help 
that  such  large  numbers  can  be  dealt  with. 

Number  of  Cases.  The  number  of  new  cases  registered  at  the 
Centre  during  the  year  was  400.  and  the  total  attendance  10,915, 
giving  an  average  per  session  of  71 ‘8,  as  compared  with  an  average 
of  54  for  1930.  These  averages  are  taken  on  the  basis  of  throe 
sessions  per  week  instead  of  four,  as  last  year,  the  Friday  session 
being  discontinued. 

2,S37  lbs.  of  dried  milk  wore  supplied  at  slightly  over  cost  price 
for  infants  attending  the  Centre.

Eye  Defects.  Arrangements  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January, 
1031,  whereby  infants  suffering  from  eye  defects  could  be  referred 
to  Dr.  Jagger  for  examination. 

The  number  of  children  examined  by  him  during  the  year  was  10. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee.  A Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Sub -Committee,  consisting  of  the  following  ladies  : 
Mrs.  Green  (Chairman),  Mrs.  Boll,  Mrs.  MacGilp,  Councillor  Miss 
Goodger,  Mrs.  Sanders,  and  Miss  Wild,  held  eleven  meetings  during 
the  year.  The  Sub-Committee  has  administrative  control  over 
the  assisted  milk  supply  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
for  infants,  and  also  gives  valuable  help  in  the  management  of 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

Assisted  Milk  Supply.  During  the.  year  the  number  of  families 
supplied  with  free  milk  was  155,  at  a cost  of  £104:. 

Maternity  Bags.  The  number  of  maternity  bags  lent  during  the 
year  was  5.  all  being  lent  free  to  cases  where  the  husband  was 
unemployed. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic.  The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was  held  throughout 
the  year  on  Friday  afternoons  at  2 o’clock  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centre,  when  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  in  attendance.

In  this  connection  the  Health  Visitors  also  paid  333  visits  to 
Ante-Natal  cases  at  home. 

Consultant  Work.  Dr.  N.  L.  Edwards,  of  Derby,  was  appointed 
Consultant  for  ante-natal  and  obstetric  complications.  This  is 
in  addition  to  acting  as  Consultant  for  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puer- 
peral Pyrexia.  Two  of  the  latter  type  were  referred  to  him  during 
the  year. 
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Hospital  Beds.  The  following  cases  were  treated  at  the  General 
Infirmary  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  arrangements 
previously  described  for  the  treatment  of  complicated  cases  of 
pregnancy  or  labour,  and  also  cases  with  complications  arising 
after  parturition  whether  in  the  mother  or  in  the  child.

Maternity  Beds.  Arrangements  were  in  force  during  the  year 
with  the  Burton  upon  Trent  Nursing  Institution,  Union  Street,  for 
the  provision  of  tv  o beds  for  maternity  cases,  where  the  circumstances 
were  such  that  it  was  very  difficult  for  a confinement  to  be  carried 
out  at  home.  Fifty-four  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year. 

Notification  of  Births  and  Health  Visiting.  The  number  of 
births  notified  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act.  was  821  (in- 
cluding 33  still  births).  The  number  registered  was  S23. 

Forty-five  births  which  occurred  in  Burton  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  other  districts  by  the  Rogistrar-G<  neral,  and  17  from 
outside  the  Borough  have  been  added,  making  the  nett  number  of 
births  for  the  year  795. 

The  number  of  births  notified  bv  Midwives  was  768.  and  by
